In cattle, brucellosis was the 


most common cause of infectious 
abortions until the brucellosis era¬ 
dication program was Inaugurated. 
Now that disease has been replac¬ 
ed by vibriosis. The most common 
causes of abortions are not 
infections. 

Vibrionic infection is also a 
serious disease in sheep, but it 
cannot be transmitted to sheep 
from cattle or visa versa. In sheep 
the infection probably occurs 
through the animals eating such 
material as after-birth or aborted 
fetuses rather than through mat¬ 
ing. Also, most of the aborted fe¬ 
tuses are fully formed. Since vi¬ 
briosis was diagnosed in four 
Southern Alberta flocks last win¬ 
ter, the Lethbridge Laboratory 
staff are anxious to obtain infor¬ 
mation on its prevalence this year. 

Virus abortion, another sheep 
disease, produces late fetus expul¬ 
sion or lambs which die shortly 
after birth. It is known to exist 
in Montana, probably on a fairly 
wide scale, but the extent of its

Dr. Harries says fetus submission 
can be made either through a 
veterinarian or directly to the la¬ 
boratory. He stresses that for an 
accurate diagnosis, the fetus should 
be either fresh and clean or frozen. 
In the case of lambs, the fetal 
membranes should be included 
with the submission because they 
are necessary for diagnosing virus 
abortion.

Bi-linguolism For 
English Canada Only? 

The “unity of diversity’’ called for by Premier 
Manning of Alberta in a recent address at Vancouver, 
B.C. is a logical and sensible approach to the problem 
that has arisen from Quebec’s discontent with its 
role in Canada. 

Although we do not think that Quebec’s separa¬ 
tist groups are speaking for all six million residents 
of that province, the present federal government has 
taken Quebec’s apparent unhappiness seriously 
enough to almost “go overboard” in its attempts to 
appease the French-speaking segment of Canada’s 
population, as witness the encouragement of bi¬ 
lingualism in our civil service and in the armed forces 
and the fact that government news releases are now, 
to a far greater extend than formerly, printed in 
English and French. In fact, we’ve received at least 
both English and French. In fact, we’ve received at 
least two new releases from Ottawa printed only in 
French. 

Some of the incidents occurring in Quebec would 
be amusing if it wasn’t for the fact that they illus¬ 
trate the seriousness of the effort to make Quebec a 
separate entity and French its only approved langu¬ 
age. There is the story this week of the French com¬ 
muter who wouldn’t produce his railway ticket unless 
the conductor asked for it in French. This created an 
impasse when it turned out that the conductor only 
spoke English. The conductor then, quite rightfully 
we think, had the commuter removed from the train 
for failing to produce his ticket. But at last report 
the commuter was continuing to ride the train with¬ 
out producing his ticket while the railway company 
was in the dilemma of trying, like the government, to 
appease the French-speaking Quebecers and at the 
same time respect the rights and seniority of its 
English-speaking conductors. 

Bi-lingualism is only for English-speaking Cana¬ 
dians, apparently. 

Different as Quebec may be, or may want to be, 
from the rest of Canada, this big and populous pro¬ 
vince should learn to accept its place as a province of 
Canada without special treatment or concessions.
